H O' the Original of theſe Moral Diſtichs, by being put into th: 
Hands of Boys of the lower Forms at the Latin School, have been 
frequently conſidered as an Entertainment ſuitable only to ſuch childiſh 
Years ; yet great and able Judges have conceived a much more honourable 
Eftecm of them. have been” commented on divers Authors, 
but particularly by True: They were tranſlated into Greek by Maximus 
Planudes, a native of O, and one of the moſt learned of his Age. But the 
great Kallger, diffatisfyed with that Performance, gave another moſt 
elegam Verſion of them into the ſame Language, which has been divers 
times printed. And tho a Critic in that Tongue, on viewing the Verſion, 
would not eaſily be induced to believe it could be betrer's, yet it has 
been twice ſinee attempted by two other ſeveral Hands, mentioned b 
Fabricius, - So that at leaſt four Greek "Tranſlations of them have appeared. 
Into the Euro Languages, as French, Italian, Dutch, there have been 
many Tranſl , and into each of them by ſeveral Hands. They have 
alſo been divers 'Times render'd into out own; but the Author of this 
never ſaw any of them, that by Charles Hoole, made in plain and low Lan- 
guage for the Uſe of School-boys, only excepted ; and therefore he knows

Ol the Author of theſe Diftichs there have 15 yarious Scntiments ;'they 
are call'd Cato g, but they could neither be the Work of the Cenfor, the 
elder of that Name, nor of the much greater Man the younger, call'd Cticenſts 
h from the Place of his Death: For in theſe Verſes, Virgil, Macer, Ovid, and 
\ | Lucan, are mention'd, none of whom wrote till after the Death of both 
theſe Cato's. The firſt of the Antients whoſe Works remain, that appears to 
have known them; is one Findicianus a Phyſician, who in a Letter to the 
Emperor Yalentinian the elder, about the Year 370, quotes one of thefſe 
Lines: And in a Gloſſary printed at the end of the Autores L. Latine, ſaid *' 
to be [ſidere's, who died about the Year 630, the uncommon Word Officipedi 
is found, and Cato is expreſsly quoted for it as an Author; which Word 
[in another Declenſion] is met with in the 4th Book, Numb. 42 of theſe

| Rome haye thought him a later Chriſtian Writer; but for the Reaſons 
given he could not be late, nor could he be a Chriſtian ; for no Chriſtian 
would have been Author of that Diſtich, Lib. 4. Numb. 14.

Since this is. directly repugnant to the main Fundamental of the Chriſ- 
tian Religion. Kaliger s Opinion, upon a due Conſideration of the Stile 
(which is allow'd by all but Banbornius to be correct and pure) and of all 
other Circumſtances, ſeems to be the moſt juſt ; which is, that he was an 
unconverted Gentile, and lived about the Times of Commodus or Severus; 
that is, towards the beginning of the third Century: To which may be 
added, that tis en, he might be inclin'd to the Doctrine of the Py- 
thagoreans and Platoniſts, which was revived and came much into Repute a- 
bout that Time. But whoever the Author was, notwithſtanding they 
have a Fault very common with moſt of the Ancients, that is, that there 
is ſcarce any Order in them, and divers Repetitions, as alſo that ſometimes 
the Thought is either low or obſcute, (which tis hoped is ſomewhat 
mended in the preſent Verſion) yet they have been very juſtly eſteemed 
in all Ages paſt, ſince they were known; and in thoſe to come may cn 
tinue juſtly to deſerve the ſame.
